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NOFS THE TIME FOR LABOR TO AWAKEN!

T here can be no question that Sam Gompers deserves a prison 
sentence for having by his policy and tactics created a con¬ 
dition in this countr)', the ijarallel of which can probably be 
found nowhere except possiWy in China. 

Nowhere in the worltl, with the possible exception of Gtina. does 
the employing class have such utter coatempt for the warking class, 
and <lare to show it so openly as in this ccoalry. 

A condition as we have now in America' docs not exist in Great 
Rritain,- 1 n Germany, or in France. It does ix)t even exist in Russia. 
For although there are no l^ial or cunsthutioiul guarantees,—the 
employers, the officials and the judges fear at least the dagger and the 
bomb.

As 1 say, it is not the persons of Sam Gom|>ers. John Mitchell 
and Frank Morrison that require svrapathy. They deserve punishment. 

fhily the punishment comes from the wrong side. And it is in¬ 
flicted for one of the few good deeds they have done in their official 
career. 

• * . 

Tlie sentence imposed by Judge Wright in Washington, D. C., is a 
glaring example of class justice. 

To begin with: Did anybody ever hear of a plutocrat, a railroad 
magnate, or oil magnate, no matter how many laws he may have vk)- 
bted. going to prison? Some of tlie.se lords liave been fined, but the 
fine lias invariably been remitted. 

On the other haml, Judge Wright .sentenced Sam Gorapers to an 
impri.^inent of one year, John Mitchell to nine months, and Frank 
Morriwin to six months, bKause—they publisheil the name of the 
,Uuck Stove & Range Company on the "unfair" list of the .American 
Federaiionist —and by so doing violated an injunction issued by tliat 
judge. 

* * . 

If was not BO much because the injunction hail been violated, but 
because the right of boycott utu in question —tliat this severe sentence 
has been imposed. 

.■\nd this sentence is extraordinarily severe. It could only have 
been imposed in the District of Columbia. In no other state or terri¬ 
tory, besides the District of Columbia, has the judge absolute power 
on the question of “contempt of court.” 

... 

And there is also the following to be considered: 

If a judge may issue an injunction against an advertisement be¬ 
cause "it hurts property interests," why should he not issue injunc¬ 
tions against editorials that “hurt prriperty interests?” 

Why should not any capitalist judge enjoin progressive papers 
from publishing articles that injure certain property interests, for 
instance a railroad or a street car company ? 

... 

5 k>mc of our foremost magazines now often contain articles that 
attach property interests—the meat trust or the oil trust, for example. 

Now why should not these manzines be enjoined from publishing 
them ? J. D. Rockefeller and Ed. XIorris ought to have as much right 
as Van Cleave. 

Thus with a sufficient adaptation of "contempt of court”—our 
liberty of press, our free speech raav be annihilated. 

. . 

Gorapers, Mitchell and Morrison are not entitled to any sympathy. 
This sentence would never have been pronounced ifGocnpers,inBteadof 
leading the hosts of labor into the i^en Democratic ramp, had taught 
them to stand up for their political rights. 

Neither would it have been pronounced if the Sodalist national 
party bad polled two million votes at the last election. 

"The constitution may not always follow the flag, but the decisions 
of the Supreme Court always follow the election returns,” said Mr. 
Dooley.

And who is this Judge Wright who wants to send labor leaders 
to_ prison ? Investigation has shown that he was appointed in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia upon recommerxlation of Senator Jos. B. Foraker, 
Ohio, the senator who was on the pay roll of the SUndard Oil 
Trust. 

Judge Wright evidently tbou^t that he wa.s serving the trusts 
when he s^ed Van Qeave and Company and The Buck Steve Com¬ 
pany—a mistake whicji very many praple who are not familiar with 
economic conditions often make. ' 

The fact is. Van Cleave and the Manufacturers' Association hate 
the trusts just as bitterly as they do the trades unions, which they also 
consider trusts—labor trusts. 

Van Qeave and the Manufacturer’sAssociation represent a certain

Wc say aft'arently, anil for 
the reason, that long ago the Unit¬ 
ed Mine Workers, for instance, 
was conceded the right to initiate 
all men employed in and about 
mine* as members, regardless r<f 
their occupation; even our organi¬ 
zation was grantol the same right 
at the time of it* afhliai'on with tile 
Federation, although great efforts 
were made later on and up to tlie 
present day to dispute away tliat 
fact. This apparent adherence to 
the principles of "trade anatomy” is 
res|xmsible for the .tiany hitter 
figlils inside the American labor 
movement, as under trade auton¬ 
omy jurisdictinn disputes are uii- 
avoiilable. 

Vi'c are satisfied that the men in 
leading positions of the Federation 
for themselves, not only lately, but 
for some time past, liave recognized 
llic necessity of a chjnge in the 
1 form of organization—a closer affi¬ 
liation according to ’.ndustries, in 
the face of changed industrial con¬ 
ditions, Kit until recently every 
move ill that ilirection has been 
opposed.

f The city firemen will luve their offs at last, and tlie Social-Democrats arc smiling! It 
was a long tight, hut Ihe Socialists Httvr gft-c up. Said the StHtinel last week; 

"Forty-two firemen will sp^d CTiristnus w-ith their families as a result of the 
installation of thirty- two new firemen, thus nuking it (tossible to inaugurate the new 
"offs" system in the fire department. 

“AA'ith new applicants added during the last three weeks, the thirty-two addetl yes¬ 
terday, will be numerous enough to relieve one man in each engine house. 

"i'nder the new system the firemen will have practically two full days off duty- 
in every ten, besides their regular ten day summer vacation with juy. Kvery ten tlays 
each fireman w-ill have one twenty-four-hour day to himself. He also secures one night 
from 6 o’clock till 7 o’clock the next morning and a day frotn 7 o’cIo<-k till 6 o’clock 
- - in the afteniixin." 

The 5 eH/iiif/ sought to give the credit to Qancy, but it knew well it was misrepresenting Ihe 
facts. Tlie chief bail nothing to do w ith it. He simply obeyed an ordinance forceil through the council by 
the Stx-ial-DcniKrats. 

IIOAV IT AV.AS DO.N’E. 

The .Social-DciiKicrals first invaded the sacred portals of the commop council April to. 1904. And 
immcdialelv they set a new pace. The council ceasetl to be the easy-going place for cluir-wanners llul it 
lud been for years. It became a place where the people’s interests were discussed and considered. Meas¬ 
ure after measure wa' proposed by the .Social-Democratic aldermen, and among the first was the subject 
ofmorcoff.s for the firemen. The rcMdutioii w-as introduced by .Aid. Melms in Ihe cfnmcil. June 13. of 
that year, after he had made a personal study'of the conditions in the fire department and found that the 
men were being almost completely deprived of the riKbl to mingle with their families. It read as follows; 

"AA'IIERF.AS,The members of the fire department are having longer hours of service than 
any other employes of the city ; and 

‘■AA' 1 IKRE.AS, The members of s,iid fire dqurtmciit are deserving of the praise and good will 
of the people for their faithfulness to duty; and 

"AA H TlREA!s, It siHiuld not lx- the (xilicy of a progressive city to deny to its employes the citi¬ 
zen’s right to 3 home life; therefore 

"RESOf.A'ELT,That the nu-mlK-rs of the fire department be. and thev hereby arc. granted a further 
increase of their leisure of twenty-four iHiurs, said extension to be allowed at the expir.-ition of each 
ten days of their time of Servi,—. and, lie it further 

’■RT.SC)I.A'KD, That the chki of the fire department is lu-rchv instructed to arrange (he service 
of the dcparlmriK accordiiigh.” 

Iniiiicdulrlv the old pjirty .-ddermcn ptaimcd to strangle the resolution. The rhief saiil ihe men 
ilidn’l want it I The committee on fire dejurtment. controlled by the administration. Ie<l the opposition. They 
first tried to ignore it. Tmt finally, wlii-ii the Socialists lud liisl jialience anil brought Ihc nutter up iii 
open mci-tiiig, Sept. 10, the committee was instructetl to report on the resolution at Ihc next meeting. 
At the lu-xi meeting of the council the committee came m w ith a rc|K>rt that the resolution for more offs 
Iw "inilefiiiilelv post(K)ncd!" The rcj>ort was adoptetl through the votes of Iwcnty-niiic old lurty aider- 
UK-n, led by the Rose administration men. Tliose who killed it were: .-Aid. Rarrv. Rogk, Hrann, Con¬ 
nolly. Dcusler, l-'ichrantz. Haves, KIcaser. Koerner, Kushbert. lanuauski. Ixnistorf, f.ucdtke. Malkvry. Mc¬ 
Kinley. Mei.senlu-imcr. Tdngle. R.-tetz. Ritticat, Schmitt, Schumacher, .Sikora, Steigcrwald, .Stollciiwcrk. 
.S/yiiunski. AA'alter, AA'ittig and t’orcoraii. 

Meatilimc so much scnlimcm l\r the offs lud been aroused hy the .Social-Democrats that Oiirf Mcm- 
ingor fell moved to petition the council, Nov. 14, 011 the subject, asking for more men in order that he 
could give them a little better off lime, hut the comptroller. I’aw-iiiski. notified the council that he could 
not cotinlirsigii for any such addition to the fire d^rtment |iairoll. 

Aid. Connolly’s ordinance for inerca-e of lay, which hail lieen promiscil in order to hcail off the offs 
ri-ssiluliou. was finallv introduced, April t8. of the followiiig \t-ar, .-uid THE SOCI.AI.ISTS C.Al.l.l-’.D 
THE TII.IM-'F and it wa- jusscl in March, looft. 

Rut the Soctal-r>cmocrats did not give up and only watched their lime. Immediately when the iicw- 
council came in last vear. Socialist .Ahlrrinan .-AmoW introduced a new rrsolulioii for the offs. It wtut 
to committee. Oiief Clancy, already in hot water with the grand jury and from his mismaiiagemriit of 
the men, DID NOT D.-ARI-' TO FIGHT IT. Therwwas only one thing for the committee to <k)—and that 
was to give in gr.u'cfully. So the .-Arnold resolution was re-draftcd into a committee ordiiunce. and w lu-ti 
it came up recently for final passage the nniucil ciiaotod it into law-.
